Military Lands. 


We hardiy know whether to 
feel satisfied or disappointed over 
the arrival in the ‘Colony of Sir 
J.H. Oakley, who has deen 
charged by the War Office with 
the task .of reporting on the 
valuation of military property in 
connection with the proposed 
transfer of land to the Hongkong 
Government. There is some cause 
for gratification in the mere fact 
that his presence indicates that 
the question has not been de- 
finitely pigeon-holed and forgot- 
ten by the Imperial authorities. 
That is se much to the good. On 
the other hand, it does appear 
somewhat late in the day for the 
initial steps to. be taken on this 
issue of valuation. It was so long 
agoas May last year’ that the 
loca! negotiations were con- 
cluded, and the conditions upon 
which the military establish- 
ment= should be removed 
to other sites were immediately 
forwarded Home. Here we are. 
some year and a half later, with 
a Home expert just arriving to 
report on valuation.. How long 
he will take on the task. and, 
what ix more important -til, how 
long the Imperial authoritie= 
will need to make up their mind~ 
after receiving the expert's report, 
we should not Rke tosay. There 
ha~ been such delay in dixposing 
of thi- question that we almost 
despair of seeing it ever settled. 
Still, as we say, some comfort 
can be found in the arrival of the 
expert valuer. Let us hope he 
won't take long over the task. 


The Peak Trams. -
